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SUBJECT: OFFICIAL-INFORMAL 

1 . YOU WILL HAVE OUR TELEGRAM REPORTING AMBASSADOR 
SPASOWSKI'S MAY 2 TALK WITH DR. GANLEY. OZZIE HAS HAD 
SUBSEQUENT DISCUSSIONS WITH THE NSF STAFF. THEY ARE 
GENERALLY SATISFIED WITH THE GOP EXPLANATION AND INTENTIONS 
AS OUTLINED BY KALIS KI AND SPASOWSKI. THEY TOLD GANLEY 
THAT UNLESS THE POLISH POSITION SHOULD HARDEN, DR. ATKINSON 
WILL GO TO THE OPENING CEREMONY OF THE COPERNICUS ASTRONOMI- 
CAL CENTER. NEVERTHELESS, WE STILL EXPECT A POLISH 

REPLY CONFIRMING GOP UNDERSTANDING AND ACCEPTANCE OF THE 
TWO REMAINING POINTS MADE BY GANLEY TO SPASOWSKI. 

2. MORE ON CAC. PAWLISZEWSKI, WHO CAN BE ASSUMED TO 
REFLECT HARD-LINE THINKING IN THE POLISH MFA, HARSHLY 
CRITICIZED OUR HANDLING OF THE CAC FLAP IN A TALK WITH 
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JACK SEYMOUR AT THE EMBASSY LAST NIGHT, MAY 2. WHILE 
INDICATING HE THOUGHT THE PROBLEM RESOLVED, PAWLISZEWSKI 
COMPLAINED THAT THE U.S. SIDE HAD GROSSLY EXAGGERATED THE 
SITUATION AND HAD UNNECESSARILY STIRRED UP TROUBLE IN 
US-POLISH RELATIONS BY RAISING THE ISSUE AT SUCH HIGH 
LEVELS WITHOUT FIRST CHECKING THE SITUATION AT THE WORKING 
LEVEL. 
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3. JACK RESPONDED BY SAYING WE ARE GLAD THE SITUATION IS 
ON THE WAY TO SATISFACTORY RESOLUTION. HE FURTHER POINTED 
OUT THAT OUR SCIENTIFIC COMMUNITY HAD BEEN EXTREMELY UPSET 
BY THE POSSIBLE IMPLICATIONS OF THE POLISH PLANS FOR USE 
OF THE CAC AND THAT DR. ATKINSON IN PARTICULAR HAD BREN 
POTENTIALLY EXPOSED TO CONSIDERABLE POLITICAL EMBARRASSMENT. 
UNDERTHESE CIRCUMSTANCES AND BECAUSE OF THE IMMINENT 
DATE FOR THE OPENING WE HAD TO MOVE QUICKLY. AND WE CHOSE 
TO DO SO IN THE DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS AND IN THE MANNER WE 
DID. BECAUSE WE THOUGHT THAT THE QUICKEST AND SUREST WAY 
OF RESOLVING THE ISSUE. JACK CONCLUDED BY NOTING THAT 
THE WHOLE PROBLEM WOULD NEVER HAVE ARISEN HAD THE POLES CON- 
SULTED US ABOUT THEIR PLANS FOR USE OF THE CAC. 

WHEN PAWLISZEWSKI FAILED TO CONCEDE THAT POINT, SAYING 
THAT WE SHOULD HAVE FOUND OUT THROUGH OUR EMBASSY CONTACTS, 
JACK REPLIED THAT IN A COOPERATIVE VENTURE SUCH AS THIS 
MUTUAL CONSULTATION IS ESSENTIAL AND THE ONUS OF INFORM 
ING THE OTHER PARTNER OF PLANS SUCH AS THE POLISH SIDE 
HAD DEVELOPED LIES WITH THE SIDE WHICH ORIGINATES THEM. 
PAWLISZEWSKI WOULD ONLY AGREE ON ONE POINT-THE NEED TO GET 
THIS AFFAIR BEHIND US. VANCE 
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
